G  ff^  wo  appointments  to  the  faculty  of  the 
III  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies  have  just 
been  announced;  the  Reverend  T.  Vernon 
Kennedy,  C.S.B..  M.A.,  S.T.D.,  lecturer  in  The- 
olog-y,  and  Gerhard  Ladner,  Ph.D.,  lecturer  ra 
Mediaeval  Art. 

Father  Kennedy,  '30,  returns  after  four 
years  of  study  abroad.  He  spent  three  years  in 
Rome  where  he  followed  the  lectures  of  Father 
Garrigou-Lagrange,  O.P.,  and  obtained  his  de- 
gree in  theology  from  the  Pontifical  Interna- 
tional Institute  "Angelicum."  During  the  past 
year  he  attended  lectures  at  the  Ecole  des 
Hautes  Etudes,  Paris,  and  carried  on  research 
work  at  the  Institute  Catholique. 

Professor  Ladner  is  a  graduate  of  the  Aus- 
trian Historical  Institute  and  was  awarded  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy — in  history — 
at  the  age  of  23,  by  the  University  of  Vienna. 
A  fellow  of  the  Austrian  Academy  at  Rome,  he 
has  spent  the  past  few  years  in  Rome  gathering 
material  for  a  study  of  the  papal  portraits  of 
the  Middle  Ages.  At  the  Institute  of  IMediaeval 
Studies  he  will  continue  to  work  on  his  monu- 
mental study. 

The  Institute  has  also  announced  that  M. 
Jacques  Maritain  will  deliver  a  course  of  lec- 
tures in  November.  M.  Maritain  was  visiting 
professor  of  philosophy  at  the  Institute  on  two 
previous  occasions. 

M.  Etienne  Gilson,  professor  of  the  College 
de  France  and  Director  of  the  Intitute,  has 
chosen  as  the  subject  of  his  lecture  course  dur- 
ing the  Fall  term,  "Christian  Social  Philosophy 
in  the  Middle  Ages.' 

Father  Joseph  T.  Muckle,  C.S.B.,  professor 
of  Latin  Literature,  has  been  granted  leave  of 
absence  during  the  first  term  to  enable  him  to 
continue  his  researches  in  patristic  philosophy 
abroad.

)f  more  than  a  year's  duration 
ith  the  death  of  the  Reverend 
Joseph  Kennedy  at  the  College  on  Tuesday, 
October  11th,  in  his  69tli  year. 

A  native  of  Lindsay,  Ontario,  Father  Ken- 
nedy first  came  to  St.  Michael's  in  1883.  He 
then  attended  the  Grand  Seminary,  Montreal, 
and  later  taught  in  the  Petit  Seminaire  de  Ste. 
Therese.  lie  entered  the  Congregation  of  St. 
Basil  and  completing  his  theological  studies  in 
Toronto,  he  was  ordained  on  August  24th,  1900. 

The  early  years  of  Father  Kennedy's  priest- 
liood  were  clevoted  to  teaching  in  St.  i\lichaers 
College,  Assumption  College,  and  St.  Basil's 
College,  Waco,  Texas.  When  poor  health  forced 
him  to  give  up  teaching  he  undertook  to  serve 
as  an  assistant  in  different  parishes  under  the 
care  of  the  Basilians.  His  last  active  post  was 
at  St.  Mary's  Church,  Owen  Sound. 

Father  Kennedy's  fluent  knowledgt-  of 
French,  and  his  keen  interest  in  Irish  history 
made  him  an  interesting  participant  in  any  dis- 
cussion. 

The  Solemn  Requiem  Mass  was  sung  by  the 
Very  Reverend  H.  Carr,  C.S.B.  The  sermon  was 
in-eached  by  the  Reverend  E.  J.  McCorkell, 
C.S.B.  The  Most  Reverend  James  C.  McGuigan, 
Archbishop  of  Toonto  was  present  in  the  sanc- 
tuary as  well  as  a  large  number  of  priests.

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An  aggressive  and  bold  Faith  is  necessary 
for  the  times  in  which  you  live  and  the  times 
ahead  of  us.  A  Communist  equipped  with  his 
materialistic  philosophy  lives  a  life  of  sacrifice, 
suffering  and  missionary  zeal ;  a  Catholic  pos- 
sessing truth  sits  in  a  corner  protected,  coddled, 
shut  off,  and  leaves  error  to  pave  the  way  for 
catastrophe.  Too  many  Catholics  act  as  if  they 
were  uncertain  of  the  Faith  they  possess.  It 
is  both  amazing  and  sad  that  Catholic  men  still 
have  an  inner  shyness  about  the  practice  of 
their  religion ;  it   is  still   to   manv  of  them   a 


matter  primarily  for  the  women.  That  is  what 
the  Catholic  men  of  Spain  thought  too.
